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BAR HILL PARISH COUNCIL 


The monthly meeting of the Parish Council was held 
on Thursday 18th May at 7.30 pm iin the Old Farmhouse. 
Election of Chairman and Vice-Chaimman: Once again 
N.Richardson and V.Webb were elected as Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman respectively. 

Youth Facilities: The Clerk was asked to write to 
the Community Education representative to express the 
Parish Council's concern at the lack of progress on 
this project. 

Overnight parking of lorries in Rar Hill: This problem 
was discussed at some length. There was great concern 
that the problem would escalate when lay-bys on the 
Al4 are closed. It was felt imperative that action be 
taken by the County Council as the industrial area of 
the village is already treated as a lorry park. 
J.Reynolds (County Councillor) was asked to ascertain 
which regulations can be enforced under the Road 
Traffic Act to prevent access to the village by veh- 
icles over 7°5 tonnes, except for loading/unloading. 
Fly-posting around the village: The problem of fly- 
posting around the village had escalated over the 
past year, with notices being fastened to lamp-posts 
and fences throughout Bar Hill. Residents and organiz~ 
ations are reminded that fly-posting is not allowed, 
and the Clerk will be writing to surrounding villages' 
Parish Clerks to ask their residents to desist fram 
putting notices along the roadsides at the entrance to 
Bar Hill. 

Cycleway: Bar Hill to Dry Drayton: As yet, plans 
have not been drawn up by District or County Councils, 
but the matter is in hand. The Clerk was asked to 
write suggesting that the cycleway be routed along the 
far side of the balancing lake on the B.H. side. 
Vandalism/litter collection costs: The Clerk was asked 
to itemise these figures as they occur. So far bin 
emptying for the past 3 months has cost £672.10. 
£135.13 has been spent on capping the water tap at the 
rear of the Farmhouse due to its dangerous state, 
£52.87 was spent on repairing vandalised guttering on 
the Farmhouse and repair of a vandalised play animl 
cost £56.40. 


Tree work: Quotations are being sought for the 
removal of 3 poplars between Acorn Avenue and Glade- 
side as part of our ongoing programme of tree 
work in the village.
